East Jordan trying to fix third city park 


East Jordan officials will be 
developing their third park 
within the city, if a grant ap- 
plication is approved. 

Previously, the city added im- 
provements to the Tourist Park, 
then received a grant and passed 
a bond issue to develop a marina 
along Memorial Park, and with 
action taken at last Tuesday's 
City Council meeting, have sub- 
mitted a grant application for the 
Sportsman's Park area. 

If approved by the Michigan 
Natural Resources Trust Fund, 
the $195,000 proposed project 
will see the renovation of the 
park to include a floating walk- 
way, arched bridge to an obser- 
vation platform, gazebo, 
restrooms, landscaping and 
parking area, 

The grant would pay for 75 
percent of the project cost, with 
the rest of the money coming 
from “inkind services” or cash, 
according to Mike Dionne, the 
City Superintendent, 

The plan would make the park 
area usable to city residents as a 
place where they could observe 
wildlife, fish, or just relax, accor- 
ding tocity officials. 

The park used to be a place for 
those activities and more, back in 
the early 70s, but the rising 
waters of Lake Charlevoix tur- 
ned the trails of the park into a 
quagmire.

Boyne City High School will 
not be joining the Ski Valley Con- 
ference after school officials were 
told that a meeting of the con- 
ference superintendents, prin- 
cipals and athletic directors 
voted not to expand their league 
sothey could accept new schools. 

While learning that infor- 
mation, school officials stated 
they would now send out in- 
vitations to northern Michigan 
Class C schools to a meeting 
where the possibility of forming a 
new league would be discussed.

AIDS case was discovered within 
their system. 

The Boyne policy would set up 
a Communicable Disease Review 
Panel that would make recom- 
mendations covering the discase 
and decide controls used to cover 
any occurance of a communicable 
disease. 

The way the policy would work 
is that when the school nurse 
becomes aware of a_ possible 
problem, she would calla meeting 
of the CDRP which would then 
decide the matter. Members of 
the panel would include the doe- 
tor treating the case, a doctor 
with expertise in the disease 
area, the parents of the student 
involved, the school superinten- 
dent, a physician from the 
District Health Department. or 
his designee and the school nurse. 

Other parts of the policy would 
deal with the way the case is 
handled, what steps should be 
taken if the ill person has an ac- 
cident and other matters concer 
ning the case, including the 
privacy factors. 

The other policy being con- 
sidered deals with the giving of 
medication by the school nurse to 
students. If adopted, the policy 
would require the student to 
have written instructions signed 
by a parent or guardian and in 
compliance with the instructions 
of the physician. 

Medications must be in a 
separate container and no

medications would be given to 
students by school personnel 
without complying with the con- 
ditions of knowing the student's 
name, the name of the 
medication, the purpose of the 
medication, time to be ad- 
ministered, dosage, possible side 
effects and the termination date 
for administering the medication. 

After reviewing the two 
policies, the board also approved 
the request of the Boyne City 
Swim School to allow them to use 
a school bus this summer, gave 
their approval for the use of the 
schools’ softball and hardball 
diamond by the Boyne City 
Recreation Department, and 
gave approval for the Boyne City 
Nursery School to use the por- 
table classroom next to the 
middle school for another year.

Our Mother always had dif- 
ferent kinds of pickles or relishes 
on the table and a jar of French's 
mustard, also a cruet of vinegar 
was the standard fare.

During those prohibition years 
the average family did not serve 
alcoholic drinks at the table. The 
men might have had a drink of 
hard cider from the barrel out in 
the granary, however.

They 
really came along when 
prohibition was repealed in the 
early thirties, when the cocktail 
hour became popular. However, 
it was not until after World War 
II before the makings for hors 
doeuvres became available and 
frozen foods encouraged the 
opening of some party stores. At 
that time some restaurants 
began serving Scandinavian 
smorgasbord meals and they 
were very popular. What a 
change in our food took place 
during those years! The war 
really. changed many eating 
habits. French, Scandinavian, 
Italian and Chinese food became 
very common.

Now that spring is officially 
here, many homeowners have 
already begun trimming excess 
tree limbs and cutting down dead 
or unneeded trees. 

Consumers Power Company 
urges people to use caution and 
plan their work before 
proceeding. Already this spring, 
several incidents have occurred 
in which people have cut down 
trees, only to have the tree fall in- 
to a power line and cause a tem- 
porary power outage for 
surrounding homes. 

The “utility reports that ap- 
proximately 300 similar incidents 
happen each year, with most in 
April and September. The 
resulting outages shut off power 
tosurrounding homes an average 
oftwo hours. 

Besides inconveniencing 
neighbors, safety is of extreme 
importance, say Consumers 
Power officials. 

“Before trimming or removing 
a tree, you should carefully check 
to make sure that no power lines 
run near, or through the tree,” 
said Christopher C Bandy, Com- 
munity Services Director for 
Consumers Power's Boyne City- 
Cheboygan Area. “Ifa power line 
does go through the tree, cal] us 
before you proceed and we will 
come out, look the situation over 
and either provide direct 
assistance or advise you on other 
options,” said Bandy. 

“It’s particularly important 
not to try to untangle a limb that 
touches a power line. Limbs, par- 
ticularly if they're wet, can con- 
duct electricity and you could 
receive a shock while trying to 
untangle it,” said Bandy. %

The Dubious, Dome Solution 

I realize that crime’s a serious 
problem and I do want to do my 
part in helping curb it. But my 
cooperative spirit would plum- 
met if a plan proposed by 
criminologists Steven P. Lab and 
J. David Hershel were ever put 
into effect, These fellows have 
suggested that domes be erected 
over cities and that the air inside 
be artificially regulated as to 
temperature, humidity, winds, 
etc,, to produce a kindly climate.

A primary goal of Project 
Graduation workshops is to en- 
courage student-to-student sup- 
port for those who are taking 
positive action to avoid problems 
with alcohol and other drugs. A 
particular emphasis of the spring 
workshop is to help prevent 
alcohol and other drug problems 
during the prom and graduation 
season, 

“We find that information 
about alcohol and other drug 
problems is not enough to bring 
about change in behavior,” stated 
Sam Cornelius, Task Force 
member. “Many people are well 
informed, but still fail to act ap- 
propriately, Project Graduation 
and related activities help 
students go beyond talk to take 
action to protect themselves and 
their friends.”

The Michigan Lions 
Clubs will hold their 
5lst annual White 
Cane Week drive 
April 24 to May 3, it is 
announced by William 
“Larry” Young, 
White Cane Chair- 
man. 

“With more than 
33,000 blind persons 
in the state, it is im- 


perative that all 
drivers know the 
White Cane law,” said 
Young. 

“Many people think 
the Lions hit the 


street corners once a 
year to raise, funds 
for our projects. 
Actually, that’s only a 
part of it. We’re out 
there where people 
can see us to educate 
the people in the 
White Cane law as 
well,” he explained. 

A year ago, Gover- 
nor James Blanchard 
signed into law an 
amendment to the 
original White Cane 
legislation of 1936. In 
addition to requiring 
motorists to stop for a 
person carrying a 
White Cane or being 
led by a guide dog in 


harness, the law also 
defines blindness, 
provides for 


manadatory  punish- 
ment of offenders and 
requires knowledge of 


the law through 
driver education 
courses and = driver 


licensing examinations. 

“Countless lives 
have been saved in 
the years since the 
original law was 
passed. Michigan, by 
the way, was the first 
state to enact such 


legislation,” said 
Young. 

“Our goal of $1.5 
million will enable us 


to purehase White 


Canes, Braille wat- 
ches, eyeglasses, 
examinations and 


various other aids for 
the unsighted. We 
strive to help the 
blind help them- 
selves. We can't con- 
tinue our work 
without the generous 
people of Michigan. 
It's as simple as that,” 
Young explained. 

In addition to the 
White Cane law, the 


Lions promote the 
Leader Dog law, 
which requires all 
public facilities to 


permit a blind person 
with a Leader Dog in 
harness to enter and 
use those premises. 


During the ten-day 
period, the Lions will 
be selling miniature 
White Cane pits on 
street corners, shop 
ping malls, banks, 
businesses and other 
heavily trafficked 
areas. Also 
cooperating in the 
drive are city, county 
and state governments, 
schools, Secretary of 
State offices and 
police departments. 

To symbolize and 
create awareness of 
their efforts, the 
Lions have chosen 
pretty Shelley Smith 
of Richmond as the 
1987 White Cane 
Queen.
